Dear Mr. McKathnie: 


As you probably know, copies of the Zoning Ordinance, which were printed 
several years ago and distributed to realtors, attorneys, banks, home 
builders, developers, and other interested parties in real estate, are now 
considerably outdated and copies for distribution are no longer available, 


As a result we feel it necessary to reprint the Zoning Ordinance for dis- 
tribution to the various interested parties. Also, the many revisions that 
have been made to the Text of the Zoning Ordinance during the past few 
years have made it obsolete. 


We made an inquiry of Mr. David Heaton regarding the company, presently 
under contract to print the Municipal Code, to also print the Zoning Ordi- 
nance in a separate brochure which could be distributed. Mr. Heaton, in 
turn, made an inquiry of this company and found that 1,000 copies of the 
Zoning Ordinance, printed in the same format as the Municipal Code, would 
cost approximately $785.00. Obviously, if we would print the Zoning Ordi- 
nance in this manner it would be advisable to charge at least $0.75 or 
$1.00 per copy to recover the expense incurred by printing the book. 


If we do this from the Plan Commission budget, this would then, of course, 
deplete our printing budget and we would have no funds with which to oper- 
ate for the balance of the year and, as you know, the money that comes in 
for charging for these books would go to the General Fund and would not 

be returned to our account. 


For this reason, I would like to request that the City Council appropriate 
sufficient money out of the General Fund to purchase approximately 1,000 
copies of the Zoning Ordinance and, in turn, they could be sold with the 
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money being returned to the General Fund as the books are sold, 


Since the books are so outdated I am certain that several hundred copies 
would be sold in a very few weeks and probably over a period of a year or 
so the entire supply of 1,000 could be sold to various developers, I 
would further suggest that since the Building Commissioner's Office does 
handle funds in the form of permit fees, etc., that they be the department 
who would be responsible for the actual sale of the booklets and they, in 
turn, could return the money received from the sale of the booklets to the 
Controller's Office for return to the General Fund.
